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Dr Roy Hastick has died 


A champion advocate of 
minority small business dies 


By Street Hype Reporters 
editor @streethype.net 

renadian born Dr Roy A Hastick, who 

founded the Caribbean American 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry 
(CACC]), has died. A victim of the 
COVID-19, Hastick died in a Brooklyn 
hospital on April 9, 2020. 

He was 69 years old. 

He is one of the dozens of Grenadians 
who have lost their lives from this coron- 
avirus which has no known cure and has af- 
fected more than one million and caused 
the death of thousands worldwide. 

New York Attorney General Tish 
James said, “Today New York’s Caribbean 
community lost a cherished leader. Dr. Roy 
Hastick founded the Caribbean Chamber of 
Commerce and committed his life to help- 
ing the Brooklyn community. My thoughts 
are with his family and loved ones. May he 
rest in peace.” 

Brooklyn’s Boro President, Eric 
Adams, “It is with profound sadness and a 
huge sense of loss that we and all of Brook- 
lyn mourn the passing of Dr. Roy A. Ha- 
stick, Sr., president and founder of the 
Caribbean American Chamber of Com- 
merce & Industry (CACCI).” 

“The Caribbean Tourism Organization 
recognizes Dr Roy Hastick for his long- 
standing commitment to representing the 
interests of Caribbean people at the New 
York City and State levels,’ said Hugh 
Riley who was the Secretary-General for 
the organization. “His steadfast endeavours 
to strengthen commercial links between the 
Caribbean and the region’s Diaspora are 
particularly worthy of commendation, and 
for that reason, we have bestowed the Dis- 
tinguished Caribbean Citizen Award on 
him.” 

Community organizer and consultant, 
Gerry Hopkin said, “In no uncertain terms, 
Dr. Roy Hastick was a mentor and a pow- 
erful source of inspiration, to me and many 
others.” 

Only in February 2020, he was one of 
four business leaders that the Brooklyn 
Chamber of Commerce paid tribute to for 
their role as outstanding business and com- 
munity leaders. Hastick who is from the 
parish of St David migrated to the United 
States in 1972 and worked for several years 
as an administrator, community advocate, 
entrepreneur and newspaper publisher.

The disease 
caused by the novel coronavirus, known as 
COVID-19, has wreaked utter devastation upon 
the social and economic order of this vibrant City, 
and will cost thousands of lives before it is 
quashed.

1. This disease spreads more easily than we 
initially knew. COVID-19 can infect anyone. You 
may not know you have COVID-19, but you can 
still spread the virus. Many who are infected only 
feel very mild or no symptoms. 

2. Stay home, even if you do not feel sick. If 
you must leave home, protect yourself and others. 
Practice physical distancing — maintain at least 6 
feet of distance between you and others. Wear a 
face covering (any well-secured paper or cloth 
that covers your mouth and nose), do not touch 
your face with unwashed hands, and wash your 
hands often with soap and water for at least 20 
seconds. 

3.The symptoms of COVID-19 can feel like 
the flu, and symptoms can be variable. When peo- 
ple get sick with COVID-19, they can expect 
symptoms that might include fever, chills, cough, 
shortness of breath, sore throat, loss of smell or 
taste, headache, nausea, diarrhea, abdominal 
upset, and other flu-like symptoms. Not everyone 
has exactly the same symptoms, but most people

will fully recover within days to weeks. 

4. If you feel sick, you need to self-isolate 
and stay home. If you feel any symptoms, imme- 
diately isolate yourself from others! Protect your 
friends and family; stay by yourself, eat alone, use 
a separate bathroom (or clean after each use), and 
avoid touching the same objects (e.g., refrigerator, 
remote)—or use gloves if you do. Cover your 
mouth and nose with a tissue or your sleeve when 
sneezing or coughing. Do not use your hands to 
cover your sneeze or cough. Immediately throw 
out tissues and wash your hands afterward. Wear 
a face covering if you cannot maintain at least 6 
feet of distance from others. Do not leave your 
home unless you need medical care. 

5. Take care of yourself and stay in touch 
with your doctor. Most people who have COVID- 
19 experience mild symptoms and can safely re- 


cover at home. Take acetaminophen (Tylenol), 

ibuprofen, or other fever-reducing medicine, get 
rest, and drink lots of fluids. If you have any of 
the symptoms described above, assume that you 
have COVID-19. Going outside to obtain a 
COVID-19 test is not necessary; it only exposes 
others to the illness. If you are 50 years of age or 
older or have an underlying health condition (in- 
cluding lung disease, moderate to severe asthma, 
heart disease, a weakened immune system, obe- 
sity, diabetes, kidney disease liver disease, or can- 
cer), call your doctor. 

6. Watch for warning signs. If your symp- 
toms get worse or do not go away after three to 
four days, consult with your doctor. Call, text or 
use your patient portal before visiting your 
provider. Use telemedicine instead of an in-person 
medical visit, if possible. Go to the emergency 
room if you develop any of the following severe 
symptoms: trouble breathing, chest pain, new 
confusion or the inability to stay awake, bluish 
lips or face, fainting, feeling winded when talking 
or walking short distances, or have severe weak- 
ness. 

7. Self-isolation is hard, but temporary — and 
it can save lives. If you had or may have had 
COVID-19, you can leave your home when all the 
following are true: ¢ It has been at least seven days 
since your symptoms started. * You never had 
fever OR you have not had a fever for the prior 
three days without use of fever-reducing drugs 
such as Tylenol or ibuprofen. ¢ Your overall ill- 
ness has improved. Remember, even when you 
feel better, stay home as much as possible and 
only go out for essential supplies like groceries.

tested positive for COVID-19, the 

Wildlife Conservation Society said in a state- 

ment Sunday. 

The tiger, a 4-year-old female Malayan 
tiger named Nadia, developed a dry cough 
and a decrease in appetite. She was tested out 
of an abundance of caution, and the results 
were confirmed by the USDA's National Vet- 
erinary Services Laboratory in Iowa, the so- 
ciety said. 

Her sister Azul, two Amur tigers and 
three African lions also showed coronavirus 
symptoms, but all of the cats, including 
Nadia, are expected to recover. 


Tiger tests

None of the zoo's snow leopards, chee- 
tahs, clouded leopard, Amur leopard, puma 
or serval are showing any signs of illness. 

The zoo said the cats were infected by a 
person caring for them who was asympto- 
matically infected with the virus or before 
that person developed symptoms. 

"We were surprised, of course, because 
this is the first time a person has naturally in- 
fected an animal and an animal has gotten 
sick," said Bronx Zoo Chief Veterinarian Dr. 
Paul Calle. 

Preventive measures are now in place 
for all staff who are caring for them, and the 
other cats in the four WCS zoos, to prevent 
further exposure of any other zoo cats. 
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By Street Hype Reporters 
editor@streethypenewspaper.com 
ispanic and Black New Yorkers 
have been the hardest hit by coro- 
navirus deaths in the New York City, 
dying at the highest rates of any racial 
group, new data from the city shows.

Citing data from New York City's 
health department, de Blasio said Lati- 
nos — who make up about 29% of the 
city's population — represent nearly 
34% of the patients who had died of 
COVID-19 as of last Monday. And al- 
most 28% of the city's 2,472 known 
deaths were among black people, who 
represent about 24% of the population. 

White and Asian New Yorkers, by 
contrast, have suffered fewer deaths 
compared with their share of the city’s 
population. White people make up 27 
percent of deaths and 32 percent of the 
population, while Asians comprise 7 
percent of deaths and 14 percent of the 
population, respectively.

Deaths at home spike 


in New YorkCity

N“& York City officials will begin to 

count suspected COVID-19 deaths in 
addition to cases confirmed by a laboratory, 
following a WNYC/Gothamist report re- 
vealing a staggering increase in the number 
of people dying at home but not included 
in the official tally because they hadn't been 
tested for the novel coronavirus. 

In a statement, Stephanie Buhle, a 
spokeswoman for the New York City's 
Health Department, confirmed the change 
in protocol. 

"The Office of the Chief Medical Ex- 
aminer (OCME) and the NYC Health De- 
partment are working together to include 
into their reports deaths that may be linked 
to COVID but not lab confirmed that occur 
at home," she said. She didn't say when the 
city would begin reporting suspected 
deaths along with the overall count. 

The announcement comes as New 
York City, which has been hardest-hit by 
the virus, saw its largest single-day toll so 
far from the COVID-19 pandemic, with 
727 dying in a 24-hour period. 

However, even those numbers failed to 
include many instances when first respon- 
ders encountered someone who had already 


died at home or in other non-hospital set- 
tings. That happened 280 times on Mon- 
day, according to data from the city's Fire 
Department. 

While not all of those deaths are nec- 
essarily caused by COVID-19, it's a sharp 
increase over the average 25 home deaths 
per day the city was experiencing before 
the pandemic swept the five boroughs. 

Over the last two weeks, the city's fire 
officials said more than 2,192 New York 
City residents died in their homes, com- 
pared to 453 during the same time period 
last year. 

As of Tuesday afternoon, a total of 
3,555 people was confirmed to have died 
from the virus in the five boroughs. 

Mayor Bill de Blasio acknowledged 
on Tuesday that the vast majority of deaths 
taking place at home were likely also due 
to COVID-19, the disease caused by the 
virus, meaning the death toll could be as 
much as 70% higher than currently re- 
ported figures. 

"We do want to know the truth about 
every death at home, but it's safe to assume 
that the vast majority are coronavirus re- 
lated," he said. "That makes it even more 
sober, the sense of how many people we 
are losing." 


ing the people of our city,” de Blasio 
said. “So many people struggle to get 
the healthcare they need, who didn’t 
have the money to afford the healthcare 
they deserved. So many people have 
lived with chronic healthcare condi- 
tions.” 

Many black and Latino New York- 
ers are service workers and frontline 
employees who have been unable to 
shelter at home and continued to go to 
work as the crisis has progressed.

President Trump extends distancing guidelines 


Rewer in the United States must avoid 
nonessential travel or gathering in groups 
of more than 10 for at least another month, 
and perhaps until June, the president Donald 
Trump said on Sunday. 

He had earlier expressed a desire to relax 
the coronavirus guidelines and get the country 
back to work by Easter, April 12.

rooklyn activists are calling for local 

Haitian-American politicians to speak out 
about the political crisis in Haiti. 

“I was with the Haitian activist group Ko- 
makoda at a rally. But we didn’t see any of 
the Haitian-American elected officials out 
there,” said Anthony Beckford, an East Flat- 
bush resident who is running in the 45th 
Council District race. “They should be the 
first ones renting buses and going to DC. But 
they’re not doing it.” 

Dahoud Andre, a member of the group 
Komakoda, said Komakoda was founded in 
2014 to protest against the presidency of 
Michel Martelly. He said it is particularly the 
local Haitian elected officials’ support of 
Hillary Clinton that makes them upset. 

“Martelly was handpicked by the Clin- 
tons at the time Hillary Clinton was Secretary 
of State and because of the Clintons’ corrup- 
tion in Haiti before and after the earthquake, 
they needed someone to cover for them and 
this is why they went out and got Martelly,” 
said Andre, 52, originally from Haiti. “Math- 
ieu Eugene on the City Council and Rodneyse 
Bichotte on the State Assembly are both lack- 
eys who back Martelly.” 

Andre said that during the 2016 election 
when Komakoda was fighting against the 
Clintons to stop Hillary Clinton from getting 
to the White House, both Eugene and B1- 
chotte also supported the Clintons. 

Bichotte posted a picture of herself with 
Clinton in 2016 on Twitter with the caption 
“Voted! I’m with her!,” while Eugene was 
listed on Hillary Clinton’s endorsement list in 
2015, 

In February, violent unrest broke out 
through Haiti as people stormed the streets, 
demanding to know what happened to the 
$3.8 billion Venezuela gave the Haitian gov- 
ernment for infrastructure and economic de- 
velopment. 

Haiti has been plagued with blackouts 
and massive fuel shortages due to a major en- 
ergy corporation ending shipments to the 
country in February of last year. 

At the center of the people’s accusations is 
the current president, Jovenel Moise and his 
party, the PHTK. 

Local Haitian-American activists like 
Albert St. Jean are actively working to create 
dialogue between people in Haiti and the 
Haitian population in East Flatbush. 

“This is a completely organic movement 
and it’s purely, indisputably the will of the 
people,” said St. Jean, a local Haitian-Amer- 
ican activist. “They want this guy to go.” 

The Haitian people have accused Moise 
and former president Martelly of diverting 
and misusing the Petrocaribe oil money that 
Venezuela has been providing to Haiti for 
over 10 years. 

Through the Petrocaribe agreement, the 
Haitian government will pay for 60 percent 
of the oil they receive from Venezuela, with 
the other 40 percent possibly being financed 
for a 25-year-period at a | percent interest 
rate. In turn, this would allow the government 
to invest the saved money in resources that 
benefit Haitian society. 

This potential squandering of massive 
funding is not the only factor marring Moise’s 
presidency. 

The U.N. and human rights organiza- 
tions are investigating a 2018 massacre of 21 
people in the Port-au-Prince neighborhood of 
La Saline. The Haitian police attributed it to 
gang violence, but St. Jean said that the police 
murdered them for speaking out against gov- 
ernment corruption.

It is the specific role of the U.S. in the 
Haitian crisis that is at the core of the ac- 
tivists’ clarion calls. 

‘There needs to be pressure put on to po- 
litical and elected officials, particularly those 
that are in Congress, to call for the U.S. not 
to tamper with Haitian politics,” St. Jean said. 

Beckford said that the local politicians 
need to go to the capital to speak out against 
the U.S. meddling in Haiti.

whose office is a few blocks down, have no 
excuse. They do not come out in the commu- 
nity. They do not speak out,” said Beckford, 
37. “In regards to the situation in Haiti, they’Il 
only show up when the cameras are around.” 

Pierre said that he was not invited to last 
year’s protest and that as a Haitian-American, 
it’s difficult to have an opinion on something 
he doesn’t fully understand. 

“When you live here as a Haitian-Amer- 
ican, if you’re not traveling back and forth 


and seeing things for yourself in a very clear, 
vivid way, it’s very hard to truly understand 
what’s going on politically in Haiti,” said 
Pierre, the Democratic District Leader of the 
42nd Assembly District. “I have to question 
where I’m getting the information from and 
it’s hard to know what’s what because I don’t 
live in Haiti.” 
The purpose behind the U.S. installing 

a president favorable to them was in order to 
hurt Venezuela, according to St. Jean. He said 
Haiti would have been an even better market 
for Venezuela if it had become stable and 
elected leftist politicians, who allegedly won 
the election over the U.S. backed-Moise. 

One of the factors making some of the 
Haitian community in East Flatbush silent is 
the potential repercussions should they speak 
out. 

“I know that people in Brooklyn are very 
scared to go back to Haiti because a lot of 
Haitians communicate through WhatsApp 
and we get a lot of feedback and information 
through it,” said Andre Peck, Executive D1- 
rector of the Haitian-American Community 
Coalition in East Flatbush. “Some of the in- 
formation can be very scary. If you reside 
here and you go back to Haiti, you can actu- 
ally be seen as a target.” 

Local activists see it as their duty to ad- 
vocate for people in the Haitian community 
who are afraid to speak out.

Jamaica considering reopening ports 


i eee Prime Minister, Andrew Holness, says the Government is considering reopening 
the island’s ports for the controlled re-entry of Jamaicans who have been stranded overseas. 
The country closed its borders to incoming passengers on March 24 as part of measures to stem 


the spread of the coronavirus (COVID-19). 


Since then, there have been numerous calls by Jamaicans who have been stranded at sea and 


overseas for them to be allowed to re-enter. 


Holness, who was speaking at a digital press conference from Jamaica House on Wednes- 
day (April 8), said while he understands the plight of these citizens, “it cannot be a wholesale 


re-entry”. 


The Prime Minister said, an end-to-end protocol would also have to be in place that would 
require that those incoming Jamaicans, upon arrival, be taken to a quarantine site and be isolated 
from the population in a controlled manner. In the meantime, the Prime Minister is reminding 
Jamaicans and foreigners that the country’s borders remain open for the movement of cargo. 

“There is a view that our borders are closed generally, and it is having an impact on trade 
and the movement of cargo. I want to take this opportunity to say that none of the Orders that 
we have put in place has in any way limited or restricted the movement of cargo and trade,” he

Report landlords who are ‘screwing you’ 


New Jersey: 

fter her hours were cut at the local 

gym where she works, Ashley Varga 
knew she and her fiancé wouldn’t have 
enough to pay her monthly $1,500 rent pay- 
ment for their Hammonton apartment. 

She let her leasing office know they 
would be paying the rent late, but they did- 
n’t offer any leniency. A few minutes later, 
she said, a note was slid through her mail 
slot informing her that April rent is past 
due. 

“I expected them to say, ‘we’ll work 
with you,’ or maybe extend the deadline To 
get that letter, it was frightening,’ she said. 

Gov. Phil Murphy has a message to 
landlords like these: this behavior is “out of 
lines”

“This is no time to be throwing your weight 
around as a landlord, or anybody else for 
that matter,” he said during Saturday’s daily 
coronavirus press briefing. 

Tenants who are “getting screwed by 
their landlord” should report them to the 
Division of Community Affairs, Murphy 
said. 

Roughly 35 percent of New Jersey res- 
idents rent their home or apartment, accord- 
ing to Census data. 

Murphy doubled down that lease 
agreements are private contracts, explain- 
ing why he hasn’t taken steps for a 
statewide rental freeze. 

“There are thousands, maybe hundreds 
of thousands, if not millions of contracts 
between landlords and renters,” he said. 


“Putting a freeze in place is, I believe, 
impractical in a legal matter,” he continued. 
Montclair and Hoboken have passed 
ordinances mandating rental freezes in re- 
sponse to COVID-19, and Union City and 
Jersey City are expected to vote on similar 
bills soon. New York City Mayor Bill de 
Blasio has called for a rent freeze on rent- 
stabilized homes. 

Murphy announced 3,599 new coron- 
avirus cases, including 251 deaths, bringing 
the state’s total to at least 58,151 coron- 
avirus cases and 2,183 deaths as New Jer- 
sey enters its second month grappling with 
the deadly virus.

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Treasury, IRS launch new tool to help non-filers 
register for Economic Impact Payments

ch help millions of people, the Treasury De- 
partment and the Internal Revenue Service 

today launched a new web tool allowing quick 

registration for Economic Impact Payments for 

those who don’t normally file a tax return. 

The non-filer tool, developed in partner- 
ship between the IRS and the Free File Al- 
liance, provides a free and easy option designed 
for people who don't have a return filing obli- 
gation, including those with too little income to 
file. The feature is available only on IRS.gov, 
and users should look for Non-filers: Enter 
Payment Info Here to take them directly to the 
tool. 

"People who don't have a return filing ob- 
ligation can use this tool to give us basic infor- 
mation so they can receive their Economic 
Impact Payments as soon as possible," said IRS 
Commissioner Chuck Rettig. "The IRS and 
Free File Alliance have been working around 
the clock to deliver this new tool to help peo- 
ple.” 

The IRS reminds taxpayers that Economic 
Impact Payments will be distributed automati- 
cally to most people starting next week. Eligi- 
ble taxpayers who filed tax returns for 2019 or 
2018 will receive the payments automatically. 
Automatic payments will also go in the near fu- 
ture to those people receiving Social Security 
retirement, survivors, disability (SDDIJ), or sur- 
vivor benefits and Railroad Retirement bene- 
fits. 


How do I use the Non-Filers: 

Enter Payment Info tool? 
For those who don't normally file a tax return, 
the process is simple and only takes a few min- 
utes to complete. First, visit IRS.gov, and look 
for "Non-Filers: Enter Payment Info Here." 
Then provide basic information including So- 
cial Security number, name, address, and de- 
pendents. 

The IRS will use this information to con- 
firm eligibility and calculate and send an Eco- 
nomic Impact Payment. Using the tool to get 
your payment will not result in any taxes being 
owed. Entering bank or financial account infor- 
mation will allow the IRS to deposit your pay- 
ment directly in your account. Otherwise, your 
payment will be mailed to you. 

"Non-Filers: Enter Payment Info" is se- 
cure, and the information entered will be safe. 
The tool is based on Free File Fillable Forms, 
part of the Free File Alliance's offerings of free 
products on IRS.gov. 


Who should use the Non-Filers tool? 

This new tool is designed for people who 
did not file a tax return for 2018 or 2019 and 
who don't receive Social Security retirement, 
disability (SSDI), or survivor benefits or Rail- 
road Retirement benefits. Others who should 
consider the Non-Filers tool as an option, in- 
clude: 

Lower income: Among those who could 
use Non-Filers: Enter Payment Info tool are 
those who haven't filed a 2018 or 2019 return 
because they are under the normal income lim- 
its for filing a tax return. This may include sin- 
gle filers who made under $12,200 and married 
couples making less than $24,400 in 2019. 

Veterans beneficiaries and Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) recipients: The IRS con- 
tinues to explore ways to see if Economic Im- 
pact Payments can be made automatically to 
SSI recipients and those who receive veterans 
disability compensation, pension or survivor 
benefits from the Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs and who did not file a tax return for the 
2018 or 2019 tax years. People in these groups 
can either use 


Non-Filers: Enter Payment Info option 
now or wait as the IRS continues to review au- 
tomatic payment options to simplify delivery 
for these groups. 

Social Security, SSDI and Railroad Retire- 
ment beneficiaries with qualifying dependents: 
These groups will automatically receive $1,200 
Economic Impact Payments. People in this 
group who have qualifying children under age 
17 may use Non-Filers: Enter Payment Info to 
claim the $500 payment per child. 

Students and others: If someone else 
claimed you on their tax return, you will not be 
eligible for the Economic Impact Payment or 
using the Non-Filer tool. 


Automatic payments begin 

Eligible taxpayers who filed tax returns 
for either 2019 or 2018 and chose direct deposit 
of their refund will automatically receive an 
Economic Impact Payment of up to $1,200 for 
individuals or $2,400 for married couples and 
$500 for each qualifying child.
